Inquiry  by  Trustee  Show,  that  Officials 

Of  Company  Profited  Largely  by 

■ale  of  Stock 


A  message  of  respectful  affection  and 
farewell  from  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  to  the  retiring  representative 
of  His  Majesty  In  this  great  Dominion, 
was  on  Monday  last  borne  by  the  wires 
Earl    Grey,    Premier    McBrlde,    with 


SEATTLE,  Oct.  11. — George  H.  Parker 
obtained  il.a00.000  from  the  sale  of 
stocks  in  the  United  Wireless  Telegraph 
company,  and  appropriated  the  money 
to  his  own  use.  according  to  a  supple- 
mental complaint  filed  in  the  King  coun- 
ty superior  court  today  by  Seldon  Ba- 
con of  New  York,  federal  trustee  in 
bankruptcy  of  the  wireless  company. 

fMa  money,  the  complaint  states,  was 

obtained  between  July.  1907.  and  March, 
1B11.  During  the  same  period  approxi- 
mately 14.000,000  was  collected  .from 
stock  amies  by  the  selling  forces.  Of 
this  amount  •tOO.OOO  reached  the  com- 
pany, the  remainder  being  divided 
among  Parker.  Christopher  C.  Wilson 
and  other  high  .officials  of  the  com- 
pany. Parker  is  now  serving  a  five- 
year  sentence  in  the  federal  prison  on 
McNeil's  Island,  Wash.,  for  using  the 
malle  to  defraud. 

Parker  did  not  dissipate  hie  share  of 
the  proceeds,  hut  invested  in  Seattle 
real  estate  and  mortgage-.  The  trustee 
has  found  between  1600.000  and  $709,000 
worth  of  such  property  belonging  to 
Porker,  and  hoe  tied  it  up  hy  on  injunc- 
tion pending  the  hearing  of  the  suit 
for  an  accounting  and  the  turning  over 
of  the  property  to  the  trustee  in  bank- 
ruptcy. 


BERLIN.  Oct.  11.— The  armistice  be- 
tween Italy  and  Turkey  for  which  Ger- 
man diplomacy  has  been  striving  for 
some  time.  It  Is  believed  here,  virtually 
has  been  concluded,  although  not  yet 
announced    as    "official." 

It  is  understood  that  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  Italian  military  expedition 
will  not  be  interfered  with,  but  that 
hostilities  In  all  quarters  will  cease. 
This  is  considered  In  Berlin  as  equiva- 
lent to  the  ending  of  the  war,  or  at 
least  the  warlike  movements,  which 
will  be  succeeded  now  by  negotiations 
looking  to  a  settlement.  It  Is  regarded 
as  probable  that  as  soon  as  the  strong 
Italian  army  has  disembarked  at  Tri- 
poli, even  the  Young  Turks  will  begin 
to  recognise,  as  apparently  the  Ottoman 
government  already  does,  that  there  is 
no  hope  of  withholding  Tripoli  from 
Italy. 

Then    it    will    be   possible    for  Turkey 
to    enter    into    peace    negotiations    with 
the   prospect   of   reaching  a  less   unsat- 
isfactory  conclusion    than   would    result 
from   a   continuation    of    the   conflict. 
Hostile    Beports 
ROME,      Oct.        11. — Via        frontier — 
There    Is    a   feeling      In    official    circles 
here  that  Turkey  and  her  sympathisers, 
as  well  as  those  elements  that  are  an- 
tagonistic   to    Italy,      are    doing    every- 
thing   possible    to    engender    opposition 
to  Italy's  plans  among  the  powers,  afld 
It  Is  believed  that  certain   reports   that 
have    been    circulated,    aim    chiefly    to 
play    on    Anglo-German    antagonisms. 

With  this  object.  It  Is  supposed,  the 
report  has  been  spread  that  Germany, 
having  planned  to  obtain  Tobruk  from 
Turkey,  prior  to  the  beginning  of  hos- 
tilities, will  end  by  securing  this" 
Important  strategic  point  from  Italy 
as  a  base  of  operations  In  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 

These  reports  are  officially  denied  by 
Italy.  It  is  pointed  out  by  Italian  of- 
ficials that  Germany  has  never  taken 
any  steps  In  such  s  direction  In  the 
past,  and  has  no  intention  to  ask  any- 
thing from  Italy  in  the  future,  while 
It  t?  also  said  that  Italy  would  not 
dream  of  being  a  catspaw  to  draw 
chestnuts  from  the  fire  for  Germany, 
notwithstanding  the  alliance. 

In  connection  with  this  denial,  it  is 
said  the  entire  situation  is  unchanged, 
that  none  of  the  powers  oppose  Italy's 
action,  and  that  they  have  no  intention 
of  intervening  until  Italian  dominion 
In  Tripoli  Is  indisputable. 

Advices  from  Tripoli  sent  by  Roar- 
Admiral  Boread  D'Olmo,  the  governor, 
and  Captain  Cagnl,  the  commandant, 
aay  the  sailors  now  in  possession  of 
the  city  have  given  remarkable  proof 
of  their  powers  of  resistance  and  en- 
durance. 

It  Is  believed  that  the  Turkish  troops  are 
thoroughly  disheartened,  as  otherwise,  be- 
ing only  epe  day's  march  from  Tripoli,  and 
twice  outnumbering  the  Italian.,  they 
might  have  attempted  to  recapture

Oct  "IT." — Divorce,    social- 
ism,  labor  unions  and  wealth  were  some 
of    the    subjects    concerning    which    em- 
phatlc  opln4on«  were  expressed  by  speak- 
ers   at    the    session    of    the    Ecumenical 
Methodist  conference  in  this  city  today. 
The   general   topic   in  hand  was   "The 
Church    and    social    service."      In      con- 
nection   with   consideration   of    Its    var- 
ious   phases,    a   novel    proposition      was 
made    to    nearly    500    delegates,    in    the 
form  of  a  resolution  offered  hy  the  bus- 
iness  committee,   calling   for   the   crea- 
tion   of  what    would    be    practically      a 
world's  welfare  commission. 

Action   on    the   matter    was    deferred, 
but   the   expectation   Is   that   before   the 
close    of   the    present    conference    there 
will  be  created  a  permanent  Internation- 
al  Methodist   commission,   composed   of 
fifty    delegates    from    the  eastern   divi- 
sion   and    an    equal   number    from    the 
western   division    to   gather   information 
respecting  .     the       various       Msthodlst 
churches    and    their    problems,    to    pro- 
mote closer  union  between  them,  to  con- 
tinue  the   ecumenical   relations   of     the 
various  branches  of  Methodism  that  the 
results  of  conferences  may  be  conserv- 
ed, and  to  forward  great  moral  causes, 
including  the  promotion  of  International 
peace. 

Sir  Robert  Perks,  of  London,  Bng.. 
said  of  the  plan:  "Had  such  an  alliance 
existed  In  the  past,  war  might  have 
been  prevented  In  one  or  two  instances.

The  boat  waa  found 
on  September  IS.  Apparently  the  three 
young  men  had  started  on  their  return 
across  Sansome  Narrows  and  wsre  cap- 
sired. 

For  ths  past  week  or  two  the  acci- 
dent had  been  rumored,  but  no  defin- 
ite information  had  been  received  by 
Bev.  Mr.  Heneage  until  yesterday  when 
be  received  a  telegram  from  Provincial 
Constable  Halhed,  of  Duncan,  telling 
of  the  reported  accident  A  reward  has 
been  offered  for  the  recovery  of  the 
bodies. 

The  three  young  men  were  engaged 
in  ranching  on  Thetis  island,  Mr.  Hene- 
age being  with  Capt  Roth  well,  Mr. 
Lambert  with  Mr.  Nixon  and  Mr.  Har- 
vey with  Mr.  Burehell. 

Much  sympathy  will  be  felt  with  ths 
Rsy.'Mr.  Heneage  by  his  many  Victoria 
friends.

Great  Interest  attache*  to  the  quarter- 
ly general  meeting  of  the  Victoria  board 
of  trade,  which  Is  to  be  b«ld  tomorrow 
afternoon  at  3  o'clock,  for  the  reason 
that  consideration  will  be  g-lven  to  a 
matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  fu- 
ture of  this  city — namely,  that  of  har- 
bor Improvements.  The  meeting  will 
have  before  It  for  discussion  a  report 
from  the  special  committee  on  harbor 
works  In  which  the  whole  question  Is 
dealt  with  exhaustively.

Now.  how- 
ever, that  recent  developments  In  the 
field  of  ocean-borne  commerce  seeking 
these  waters  have  made  the  subject  of 
live  and  pressing  Interest,  the  board 
ferls  thai  "h>  time  Is  ripe  for  the  re- 
newal Hi'  the "aKnatlsmooktrurto-thecon---- 
struction  of  works  which  are  imperative 
if  Victoria  is  to  reach  the  position  to

of  the  Pacific  coast. 

The  report  will  recite  all  the  efforts 
which  have  been  expended  In  the  past 
In  the  direction  of  getting  the  needed 
Improvements  and  set  out  a  working 
plan  to  the  end  that  success  may  be 
speedily  attained.  As  a  preliminary 
step  It  Is  proposed.  It  is  understood,  that 
a  survey  of  the  waters  adjacent  to  the 
outer  wharf  be  made  by.  one  of  the  most 
eminent  harbor  engineers  In  the  world, 
as  a  preliminary  to  asking  the  federal 
government  for  the  necessary  appro- 
prla  tion.

He.  .was  at- 
tentively listened  to  by.  a  falr-shsed 
crowd  at  Institute  Hall.  Mayor  Mor- 
ley  occupied  the  chair,  word  ..having 
been  received  from  Premier  McBrlde 
regretting  his  inability,  owing  to  a 
previous  engagement,,  to  do  himself 
the  honor  of  accepting  the  Invitation 
of  the  Victoria  Henry  George  associa- 
tion  to  preside. 

It  was  doubly  a  pleasure,  said  Mr. 
Henry  George  .to  find  himself  before 
a  Victoria  audience,  because  It  gave 
him  an  opportunity  to  talk  about 
what  he  was  devoting  his  energies  to 
to  the  residents  of  a  community  which 
once  had  been  home  to  his  father.

Snow,  wet  and 
heavy,  piling  In  huge  drifts  before 
fierce  gales,  miles  of  telephone  and 
telegraph  wires  disarranged,  poles  up- 
rooted and  leveled,  and  light  and  pow- 
er plants  paralysed.  Is  the  substance 
of  the  news  at  hand*. 

At  Butte.  Mont.,  the  centre  of  the 
storm,  the  situation  is  believed  to 
verge  on  demoralisation.  Streets  and 
sidewalks  have  been  obstructed  by 
the  unprecedented  fall  of  snow,  street 
car  service  is  annulled  and  all  busi- 
ness has  practically  been  suspended. 
Since  nine  o'clock  last  nigh*,  when  all 
wire  communication  with  the  city  was 
severed,  no  definite  word  has  come  to 
Indicate  the  real  extent  of  the  dam- 
age wrought. 

However,  the  railroads  report  that 
the  snow  lies  to  a  depth  of  two  and  a 
half  feet  on  the  level,  with  the  high 
wind  causing  drifts  In  many  places  to 
a  depth  of  several  feet. 

The  Short  Line  offices  have  reports 
tonight  of  delayed  trains  on  the 
Pocatello,  Idaho,  division,  but  traffic 
generally  on  t-he  line  has  not  been 
seriously  hampered. ^^

The 
Playing  of  the  National  Anthem  herald- 
ed the  entrance  of  his  honor,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, who  was  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Peterson,  handsome  and  digni- 
fied in  a  black  sequin  gown. 

A  beautifully  Illuminated  address  was 
presented  to  the  bishop  on  behalf  of 
the  diocese  by  Ven.  Archdeacon  Serlvef*. 
In  makfnr  the  r-re*»r<t>»*lor-.  the  «rch- 
deacon  said  this  was  not  only  the  offi- 
cial farewell  of  the  church,  but  of  all 
the  bishop's  friends,  the  wide  circle  of 
which  Included  Victoria  and  elsewhere. 
All  of  them  felt  that  night  that  they 
were  not  so  much  saying  good-bye  to 
their  bishop  as  to  a  friend — one  who 
had  been  a  real  friend  to  many  of 
them.

yard. 

"During  eighteen  years  we  have  had 
the  privilege  of  your  hopeful  enthusi- 
asm and  practical  Insight  Into  all  that 
make  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
church  in  this  diocese.  Your  genial" 
and  kindly  disposition,  your  unfailing 
energy  and  wisdom  of  administration 
have  been  largely  instrument*!  in 
placing  this  diocese  in  the  satisfactory 
position  In  Which  it-stands  at  present. 
Tour  advocacy  of  all  that  tends  to 
promote  the  work  of  God.  your  loving 
unselfishness  arm  singleness  of  mind 
in  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  will 
be  cherished  in  our  memories  with  the 
deepest  reverie.

Hie  lordship  was  also  presented  with 
an  album  containing  vtswa  of  the 
churches  In  the  diocese,  and  the  signa- 
tures of  the  contributors,  and  In  receiv- 
ing it  from  the  archdeacon,  he  referred 
to  the  building  of  the  new  cathedral, 
and  again  urged  upon  all  those  present 
the  advisability  of  building  on  the  old 
site — "the  flneat  church  sltejn  the  whole 
of  Canada." 

The  gathering  then  broke  up  Into  so- 
cial groups  and  refreshments  were  serv- 
ed. Kor  the  rest  of  the  evening  the 
bishop's  time  was  taken  up  In  shaking 
hands  with  his  many  friends  present,  a 
large  number  of  whom  had  kemw  hint 
for  many  years.

After  occupying  the  position  of  Gov- 
ernor General  for  almost  seven  years 
Earl  Grey  leaves  Canada  today.  We  re- 
call the  first  day  when  he  came  amongst 
us  and  the  blithesome  Joy  which  he  dis- 
played in  his  office.  He  came  here  pre- 
paid to  make  himself  one  of  ourselves. 
He  goes  bacg  to  England  one  of  the 
Greatest  Canadians  of  us  all.  Of  all 
the  agencies  which  contributed  to  the 
auccess  of  his  governor-generalship 
none  are  more  worthy  of  note  than  those 
inherent  characteristics  which  made  him 
an   uplifting    force   and   end.-ared   him   to 

mid 

He  combined 

with    absolute 


breadth  of   the  Dominion 
a    singular    Rractousness 
sincerity  of   feeling  Stml    truth   at  state- 
ment.    His  leading  purpose  was  to  make 
the  country  in  which  he  represented  the 
King  great,  not  only  through  the  utilis- 
ation of  her  natural   resources,  but  also 
along    ethical    and    physical    lines.      He 
hag   predicted  for  Canada  the  destiny  of 
becoming   the  predominant     partner     In 
Empire,  a  consummation  towards  which 
he  lias  undoubtedly  played  a  signal  part. 
Towards    this    task    he   brought    to   bear 
all  the  charm  of  his  winning  personality 
and  his  undoubted  wisdom.  He  has  suc- 
ceeded   in   broadening    the  vision   of   the 
people  of   this  country  and   he  hag  im- 
bued them  with  a  sense  of  their  great  re- 
sponsibilities, which  they  could  not  have 
been  Bald   to  possess  before  the  term  of 
his  proconsulship.     Summed  up  in  a  few 
words,  the  lesson  which  he  has  been  en- 
deavoring to  teach  is  that  of  "individual 
gervlce."      Here    Is    how    he    has    put    It 
himself  In  one   of  his  most  cryptic   ut- 
terances:    "If  it  was  the  mission  of  the 
last    century    to    establish    the   principle 
of  Individual  rights  It  Is  the  mission  of 
the  present  century  to  teach  the  lesson 
of   Individual   duty,    and    the    subordina- 
tion of  personal  advantages  for  the  more 
commanding    interests,     of      the      public 
good."       tfij     told    the    people     to    make 
those   ideals  their  own*  "which  shall   re- 
quire  them   to  esteem   honor  above   suc- 
cess and   spirit  of   sacrifice  and   service 
above  that  of  selfishness  and  greed,  and 
nobility   and    efficiency   rather   than    the 
pursuit    of    pleasure    and    the    gratifica- 
tion  of  self-indulgence." 

Through    teachings   such    as    these    he 
leaves   behind    him   a   deep   seated   sense 
of  not   only    national   but   Imperial    obli- 
gations.    His  was  the  inspiration  which 
has  led  to  the  setting  aside  of   the  bat- 
tlefields  of  Quebec   as  a  public   memor- 
ial  and    through    the     magnificent     pa- 
geant    attending   the   tercentenary     the 
late        governor-general .    succeeded      In 
awakening  in   the   hearts   of   the  people 
Home  realisation  of  the  wealth  of  their 
heritage.      He    hag   contributed      largely 
towards  composing  national  and  § ectlon- 
al  differences.     In  every  branch  of  hu- 
man  effort   towarda  which   he   lent   the 
assistance    of    his    matured   thought   he 
did  so  with    an  orrtirrng   determination 
In   the   purault  of   this   country's   good. 
Realising  In  the  highest  sense  the  duties 
of  his  office  he  never  In  any  way     al- 
lowed himself  to  be  drawn  into  a  polit- 

His  public  life     waa 
Intellectual,   brave,  patriotic  and  Inspir- 
ing.   Attacks  have  been  made  upon  him 
because  his  Imperial  tendencies  were  re- 
garded as  too  pronounced.     Here  is  how 
he  summed  up  his  imperialism  himself 
and  we  would  ask   the  one  or  two  de- 
tractors whom  he  may  have  what  there 
.     is  to  Quarrel  with  In  his  statement:  "It 
la  because  I  regard  the  British   empire 
as  the  most  potent  Instrument  that  has 
ever  been  fashioned  for  spreading     the 
blessings  of  equal  rights,  of  municipal 
justice,    of   Christian    service    and    true 
chivalry,  that  I  regard  it  as  the  great- 
sat    privilege    allowed    to    any    man    to 
.     proclaim  himself  a  British  citizen  and 
to   have  the  power  of  placing  his  ser- 
vices at  the  disposal  of.  bis  King,  who 
Is  the  visible  Incarnation  of  the  race." 
.We  say   farewell    to   Earl    Grey    with 
feelings  of  unmixed     regret.

Some  borax  deposits,  iur.  George  con- 
tinued by  way  of  Illustration,  are 
found  In  the  United  States.

The  new  coin  will  be» 
legal   tender  in  the   United  States. 


The  Vancouver  papers  contain  the  In- 
teresting announcement  that  Sir  John 
Wolfe  Barry  has  been- engaged  as  the 
consulting  engineer  for  the  construction 
of  the  Second  Xarrows  bridge.  Sir  John 
has  a  magnificent  record  In  the  engin- 
eering world,  especially.  In  the  province 
of  bridge  construction.  His  coming  sug- 
gests the  idea  that  It  would  be  a  wise 
move  to  secure  his  services  In  making 
a  report  on  the  desirability  and  probable 
cost  of  bridging  Seymour  Xarrows.  It 
would  require  some  consideration  as  by 
whom  he  should  be  engaged  to  make 
the  necessary  examination,  but  there  Is 
little  doubt  that  a  report,  coming  from 
such  a  source,  would  be  of  considerable 
Importance  if  placed  before  the  Do- 
minion parliament.

Single  tax,  meaning  one  tax.  neces- 
sarily meant  the  abolition  of  the  tariff. 
It  doesn't  mean  the  taxing  of  incomes. 
"We  want  incomes,"  he  slated.  ""We 
labor  for  them.  Why  tax  them?  *»o 
the  theory  excluded  that  policy  Just 
as  much  aa  it  excluded  a  tax  on  build- 
ings. , 

There  were  ten  thousand  policemen 
in  New  York.  It  was  a  small  army,  as 
large  as  was  the  United  States  army 
prior  to  the  civil  war.  Every  Monday 
morning  they  assembled  before  the  mag- 
istrates the  fruit  of  their  Sunday  in- 
dustry, a  motley  collection  of  drunk 
and  disorderly  characters.  Thsre  are 
a  few  hurried  words  of  explanation  in 
each  case  and  the  Interpreter  of  the 
law  says:  'Ten  dollars  fine  or  ten  days 
Imprisonment/  Similarly  these  Wue- 
coated  guardians  of  the  peaca,  gaslng  at 
a  city  skyscraper,  say,  'Who  erected 
that  fine  building?  If  you're  the  scoun- 
drel come  to  the  tax  office  and  be  fin- 
ed.' (Daughter.)  'And  If  you  allow  It  to 
stand  another  year  you  will  be  fined 
again.'  (More  laughter.)  You  can  tax 
the  clothes  off  a  man's  back."  the 
speaker  exclaimed,  "you  can  tax  the 
bread  out  of  the  mouths  of  the  poor 
and  you  can  tax  the  lowly  born  babes 
into  the  grave." 

The  single  tax  was  the  most  direct 
and  the  simplest  form  of  taxation  and 
the  world  would  attest  that  it  was  ab- 
solutely Just.  When  buildings  were 
taxed  the  price  goes  up.  .  It  was  the 
same  with  clothes.  And  then  ihere  were 
the  tariffs.  Mr.  George  admitted  amid 
laughter  that  he  couldn't  keep  away 
from  the  tariff.  Fifty  per  cent  was 
slapped  on  goods  manufactured  In  Don- 
don  and  they  cost  that  much  more  to 
the  purchaser  In  New  York.  When  land 
was  taxed  the  price  didn't  Increase.  The 
press  often  spoke  of  the  prosperity  of 
the  place  where  real  estate  speculation 
was  rampant.

Now  It  was  a  proud 
city  with  handsome  buildings,  a  well  es- 
tablished trade,  ships  passing  to  and 
fro  every'  day,  a  commercial  centre  of 
importance.  In  '69  lots  could  be  pur- 
chased for  a  song.  Dook-  at  the  land 
now!  And  what  had  made  the  difference? 
It  wasn't  the  landlords.  It  was  the 
people.  Leave  the  landlords  and 
take  away  the  population  and  what 
would  there  be  left?  Thoti  Shalt  Not 
steal.  It  was  handed  down  in  the  de- 
calogue, dive  It  the  broader  signifi- 
cance, namely.  'Thou  Shalt  Nbt  Steal 
From  Society.'  Society  should  take 
frcm  that  which  It  created  what  is  nec- 
essary for  its  regulation.  It  shouldn't 
rob  the  man  of  labor. 

"I  have  been  from  oae  end  Of  Canada 
to  the  other  and  I  want  to  My  ttdt  Prov- 
idence has  wonderfully  blessed  you.  That 
Is  why  some  of  us  on  the  other  side  wanted 
you.  (Laughter.)  Personally.  I  don't  csrs 
who  does  the  annexing.

Gentlemen:  Tour  committee  on  Public 
Works  and  Railways  beg  to  report  hav- 
ing considered  the  rates  charged  for  -tel- 
egrams in  this  province, 

"So  far  as  we  know  no  reductions 
have  been  made  far  many  years;  war- 
talnly,  in  comparison  with  the  rates  ob- 
taining in  eastern  Canada  the  British  Co- 
lumbia charges  are  very  high.  The  popu- 
lation of  British  Columbia  has  rapidly  ln- 
creased.  and  we  may  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  rec«ntiy,  whan  this  hoard 
complained  of  Inefficient  service,  excuse 
waa  made  that  the  business  had  out- 
grown ths  arrangements  for  handling  it 
It  would  thereforn  npponr  that  tha  time 
has  arrived  whan  a  redaction  In  *h* 
western  rates  «a* -reasonably  be  looked 
for. 

"Totir  committee  furthar  beg  to  call 
attention  to  the  Day  Lettergram  service 
provided  m  *ha  tfaltod  «b*tsa  and  opwr-' 
stive  within  eompajwthfnlr  a  few  mllen 
of  thin  city.

A  Dangerous  Material 
Most  women  know  Uiat  flannelette 
Is  a  very  Inflammable  goods,  but  still 
the  material  Is  so  cheap  and  so  comfort- 
able that  it  la  la  constant  us*  in  most 
households.  Little  babies'  garments  are 
made  from  it.  its  use  for  nightdresses 
for  old  and  young  ie  almost  universal. 
Perhaps  the  most  dangerous  use  to 
which  it  can  be  put  is  the  loose  jacket 
or  kimono  that  a  woman  throws  over 
her  wheri  she  comes  down  in  the  morn- 
ing to  light  the  fire.  Many  an  inex- 
perienced housekeeper  has  found  that 
th*  pretty  garment  of  fleecy  softness 
must  be  watched  with  the  greatest  care 
If  a  terrible  death  is  to  be  avoided.  The 
London  Lancet  publishes  an  article 
which  shows  that  the  dangor  from  this 
source  Is  fully  recognired  In  Great  Brit- 
ain. The  lesson  to  be  drawn  from  the 
article  Is  that  ""  one  wearing  fHnne!- 
ette  .should  be  permitted  to  go  near  an 
open  fire.  Such  precautions  can  he  tak- 
en by  all  mothers  uh  will  prevent  any 
risk.  This  the  Lancet  does  not  seem  to 
think    sufficient      It    says: 

•Roughly  speaking  the  deaths  In  the 
United  Kingdom  from  this  cause  amount 
to  a  thousand  a  year,  the  great  majority 
-  bg*lntr  sheas  of  children  undwr  ten  years 
of  age.  Further,  of  these  the  great  ma- 
jority Is  '>f  females;  out  of  one  set  of 
returns  for  three  winter  months  of  175 
deaths  from  burning  flannelette  no  few- 
er than  1-0  were  those  of  females.  I'n- 
der  five  years  of  age  the  sexes  are  prac- 
tically equal  in  their  liability  to  death 
from  this  cause,  but  there  Is  a  striking 
falling  off  in  the  deaths  of  male  chil- 
dren from  the  time  when  they  cease  to 
wear  petticoats.  Again,  in  the  same 
returns  we  see  that  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  ten  there  were  recorded  the 
deaths  of  only  eight  boys,  while  the 
girls  who  lost  their  lives  numbered 
thirty-four;  of  the  eighty-two  deaths  of 
those  above  Ave  years,  seventy-three 
were  of   females. 

"The  subject  will,  therefore,  be  seen 
to  be  one  of  special  Interest  to  women, 
whether  as  wearers  themselves  of  flan- 
nellette  garments  more  than  men,  or  se 
mothers,  guardians  and  nurses  of  the 
children  who  form  sjp  large  a  proportion 
of  the  deaths  recorded  from  the  use  of 
ordinary  flannelette.  But  if  the  major- 
ity of  deaths  were  those  of  males  women 
would  still  be  as  largely  responsible, 
(since  they  are  the  chief  buvers  of  gar- 
ments and  materials  for  clothing,  es- 
pecially for  children),  and,  of  course, 
would  be  equally  ready  to  sympathise 
with  the  sufferers  and  do  their  best  to 
remedy  the  evil.  This  consists  of  two 
dangers,  one  from  the  untreated  flannel- 
lette,  and  the  other  from  that  labeled 
as  non-inflammahle.  but  not  really  so. 
In  the  Imperfectly  treated  material  the 
fire-resisting  qualities  diminish  with 
each  successive  washing,  and  it  there- 
fore becomes  a  danger  trap  in  conse- 
quence of  the  less  care  being  given  to 
the  little  oneB  so  clothed.  The  first  dan- 
ger could  be  stopped  at  once  If  every 
woman,  no  matter  for  whom  she  was 
buying,  were. to  foreswear  the  use  of  or- 
dinary flannelette.  If  women  ceased 
buying  the  manufacturerere  would  be 
forced   to   cease   making."

The  pair,  who 
appear  to  be  conscientious,  loving  peo- 
ple  have   been   arreeted   for   murder. 

Physicians  in  England  who  have  been 
interviewed  in  the  matter  are  unani- 
mous in  declaring  that  the  set  was  a 
crime.  '  In  ths  first  plsce  no  physician 
much  lees  a  person  without  profession- 
al knowledge  can  ssy  absolutely  that 
recovery  ie  impossible,  no  matter  how 
ill  a  person  may  be.  To  hasten  death 
even  with  the  best  intention  Is  not  al- 
lowable. The  question  Is  one  of  Intense 
Interest  to  women  whose  lot  In  most 
cases  Is  to  watch  the  Bufferings  of  the 
dying.

We 
are  an  ease-loving  generation  and  vol- 
untary suffering  Is  scarcely  known 
among  us.  Only  the  conviction  that 
the  law,  "Thou  shalt  not  kill."  Is  a 
divine  one  and  that  pain  must  be  borne 
try  eacn  or  uw  ^t&  part  or  xne  aiw*?i|ni"^ 
of  life  will  kaep  us  safe  In  the  midst 
of  what  must  be  a  temptation  pow- 
erful in  proportion  to  the  love  and  com- 
passion of  the  sympathisers.

It   cannot   be 
long    denied    them.      It    Is    conceded    by 
all    parties   In    Great    Britain    that    It    Is 
only  a  matter  of  a  few  years  when  the 
women  of  the  motherland  will  be  given 
a    voice    In   the  councils   of    the   nstlon. 
In   Canada   the   agitation    for    the    fran- 
chise   for    the     women    has    begun    and 
In  oug  own  province  a  very  active  cam- 
paign   in    favor   of    tHe    municipal,   pro- 
vincial and  federal  franchise  is  in  prog- 
ress.     The   probability  is  that   the   pol- 
itical power  will  be  in  the  hands.  If  not 
of   the   mothers  of   today,   then  of  their 
daughters   as   well   as   their   sons.  Matty 
or  the  most  gifted   of  Canada's  daugh- 
ters  are    eager    for    the    day    when    wo- 
men   shall      vote      and      the     Woman's 
Council    of    Canada    hss,    as    In    many 
other    countries,    declsred    in    favor    of 
woman  suffrage.     And  yet  what  do  the 
most   of   us  know   about   political   ques- 
tions   or    the    science    of    government? 
The  answer  that  the  Intelligent  woman 
knows   more   than    the    street    loafer    Is 
not  to  the  purpose.     Women  are  not  all 
intelligent  and  the  loafer,  objectionable 
an  he  is,  forms  a  smsll  minority  of  ths 
electorate.      Our    duty    is    plain.      We 
must,    if   we   are    to    vote,  study    those 
questions  with  which  governments  have 
to  deal.

"Our  policy."  h*  ssid,  "is  a  policy  of 
permeation.  Unlike  most  propagandists, 
we  "Single  Taxers"  avoid  organisation 
or  the  enrolment  of  our  adherents.  Our 
purpose  now,  as  In  my  father's  time. 
Is  not  to  segregate  our  people — not  to 
form  a  Single  Tax  party— but  to  en- 
courage them  to  stay  in  whatever  party 
Into  which  their  political  sympathies 
may  lead  them.

It  is  true  that  In  the  United 
States,  however,  we  have  become  more 
or  less  prominently  associated  with  the 
Democratic  party,  pledged  as  It  is  to  the 
pdlnclples  laid  down  by  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, who  stood  always  for  "equal  rights 
to  all;  special  privileges  to  none." 

The  Single   Tax   Creed 

"Single  tax  philosophy  means  the  de- 
struction of  all  landed  privileges  with 
an  equitable  distribution  of  taxation 
between  all  who  now  own  the  earth.  It 
involves,  of  course,  the  abolition  of  all 
indirect  or  tariff  taxation.  It  proposes 
to  tax  land  upon  Its  market  value.  The 
assessment  of  the  full  selling  value  of 
lands  to  be  made  by  Impartial  experts 
appointed  by  the  local  authorities.  We 
also  advocate  the  publication  of  the  en- 
tire assessment  and  tax  list,  so  that 
every  property  owner  may  know  not 
only  how  much  he  la  taxed  but  also  the 
assessed  value  of  his  neighbor's  hold- 
ings. This  would  prevent  Injustice,  and 
any  suspicion  or  fear  of  favoritism. 

"As   a   member   of  the   United    States 
Congress,     you     advocated     Reciprocity

Progress  of  Movement 
"What    pronrei*    has    the      movement 
made    generally    since    you    last    visited 
British   Columbia?" 

"Throughout  the  world  we  have  gain- 
ed   thousands   of   new   adherents.     More, 
the    legislation   of    the   past    year    or    so 
has  been  all  in  our  direction.     No  prov- 
ince In  Canada  or  the  United  States  has 
yet  made  requisition  on  tts  local  author- 
ities for  share  of  the  taxes  of  land  val- 
ues   where    they    have    been    ado'pted    as" 
yet,  but  I  am  In  hopes  that  such  a  step 
will    not   now    be    long   deferred.

Both  Great  Britain 
and   Germany    :-iive   taken    steps   in    this 
direction  during  the  past  year.     As  you 
know,  the  Lloyd  George  Budget  of  1810 
provided  for  a  Government   valuation  of 
all   lands  in   the  United   Kingdom,     and 
imposed    a    tax    of    a    halfpenny    in    the 
pound   on    unearned    increment    in    land 
values.     A  Royal   Commission  is  now  at 
work   to  report   to   the  Imperial   govern- 
ment   the    advisability    of    giving    local 
rating  authorities  power  to  go  to  ground 
values    for    their      local      revenues.      In 
Germany,   the   Reichstag     passed  ",  quite 
recently    an    act    which    lavs    s    tax      on 
ground  values  throughout  Qerrnany.  Tne 
revenue    thus   obtained  'Is   to   »e  divided 
Into    tenth   parts,   of  which    5   go   to   the 
imperial   exchequer,   one  to  the  treasury 
of  the  different  states  or  provinces,  and 
the    remaining    four-tenths    to    the   local 
treasury.    _We  have  yet  to  see  what  Can- 
ada will   do   to  encourage   individual   ef- 
fort  and    tax    individual    apathy   by    the 
adoption    of   the  single    tax    principle   of 
obtaining   the   revenue   from   the  market 
values  of  land."

tion of  routine  affairs  of  state'.. 

Should  the  provincial  government  con- 
sent, as  asked,  to  waive  Its  reversionary 
rights  In  the  KitsUano  reserve  property.

has  operated  five  steamers  in  a  fort- 
nightly service,  only  three  of  the  live 
making  the  voyage  through  to  Hong- 
kong, the  Sado  Maru  and  Kamakura 
Maru  ending  their  voyage  at  Kobe. 
With  the  sailing  of  the  Sado  Maru 
homeward  in  December  this  steamer 
will  continue  to  Hongkong  and  the 
company  will  thereafter  operate  a 
fortnightly  service  to  Hongkong  in- 
stead of  having  through  sailings 
monthly  as  now,  with  the  intermediate 
vessels  going  only  to  Yokohama  and 
Kobe.  The  new  schedule,  Just  issued 
from  the  Tokyo  office  of  the  Japanese 
steamship  line,  provides  for  the  San- 
uki  Maru  to  follow  the  Tamba  Maru. 
and  she  Is  scheduled  to  make  her 
first  outward  trip  from  this  port  on 
January    27th    next. 

The  Sanukl  Maru  is  a  steamer 
similar  In  construction  and  model  to 
the  Kamakura  Maru,  which  is  one  of 
the  vessels  used  in  this  service.  She 
has  been  used  for  some  time  past  on 
the  line  between  Kobe  and  Formosa 
being  operated  in  a  weekly  service 
with  the  Shinano  Maru,  formerly 
used  In  the  service  to  Victoria  and 
Seattle. 

The  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  line  has 
now  under  construction  two  steamers 
for  this  service  at  Japanese  shipyards 
and  they  are  expected  to  be  ready 
next  season  to  replace  some  of  the 
older  vessels  in  the  transpacific  line. 
Plans  have  been  prepared  for  other 
vessels  to  follow  them,  and  It  is"  un- 
derstood, six  new  steamers  will  be 
used  In  this  service  before  the  next 
year   ends. 

The  Japanese  line  has  been  engaged 
In  this  trade  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
having  commenced  the  service  with 
the  steamer  Mllke  Maru  In  1896.  Many 
steamers  have  been  used,  some  of  the 
pioneer  vessels  being  the  Yamaguchl 
Maru  and  Klnshlu  Maru,  which  was 
sunk  during  the  Russo-Japanese  war 
off  the  Korean  coast  when  being  used 
as  a  transport.  Several  of  the  steam- 
ers are  notable  In  connection  with  the 
Russo-Japanese  war,  when  some  of 
them  were  used  as  transports,  the 
Shinano  Maru  being  given  a  "kanjo" 
on  account  of  having  sighted  the 
squadron  of  Rojestventsky  In  the 
Tsushima  straits.  The  Sado  Maru. 
which  Is  now  en  route  here,  having 
sailed  from  Yokohama  on  Wednesday 
for  this  port,  was  badly  damaged 
when  attacked  by  the  Russian  squad- 
ron from  Vladivostok  when  engaged  In 
transporting  troops  and  munitions  of 
war  from  Sasebo  to  Dalny  in  1904. 
The  Hitachi  Maru  was  sunk  with 
heavy  loss  of  life,  her  decks  being 
raked  by  quick-firers.  The  Sado  Maru 
was  engaged  In  the  same  operation  of 
transport  as  the  Hitachi  Marti,  and 
the  Russians,  after  torpedoing  her. 
left  her,  as  they  supposed,  In  a  sink- 
ing condition.  But  owing  to  the  great 
strength  of  her  construction  she  re- 
mained afloat,  and  was  subsequently 
taken  to  Nagasaki,  where,  In  the 
Mltsu-Blsht  docks,  she  underwent 
thorough  repair  and  was  able  to  re- 
sume her  place  on  the  company's 
European  service  after  the  restora- 
tion of  peace.  The  Kamakura  Maru 
also  Is  specially  distinguished  for  she 
carried  General  Stoessel  sad'  his  staff 
td  Nagasaki  after  the  fall  of  Port 
Arthur,  and  she  also  carried  home 
General  Baron  Nogl  And  bis  staff  on

H.  M.  of  S.  Rainbow,  Commander 
Hose,  was  at  Prince  Rupert  on  her  tlrst 
voyage  s6  far  north  when  trfe  Prince 
Ooorge  left  and  the  citizens  of  tho 
O.  T.  P.  port  were  entertaining  the 
naval  visitors  royally.  On  her  way 
north  the  Rainbow  made  the  trip  right 
up  to  the  head  of  Bute  Inlet  and  back, 
anchoring  at  the  head  of  the  inlet  for 
a  day  or  two.  While  at  the  head  of 
Bute  Inlet  the  officers  went  ashore  for 
some  hunting,  and  succeeded  in  shoot- 
ing three  fine  mountain  goats,  two  of 
them  with  splendid  heads.  The  skins 
are  being  preserved  for  the  officers' 
quarters  on  the  cruiser,  and  the  heads 
are    to   be   mounted. 

Th«  Rainbow  put  in  her  gun  practice 
at  the  Coraox  ranges  before  kuIhr  north, 
and  some  good  shooting  was  accom- 
plished with  tht^  six-inch  Kims.  &LK 
hits  were  made  in  six  rounds  In  55  sec- 
onds,   and    five    hits    were    made    in    five 

rounds  in   so  seconds,     The   range   wu» 

about  t,6M  yards  and  the  target  a  can- 
vas ten  by  eight  feet.  The  cruiser 
steamed  twelve  knots  an  hour  during 
the  practice.

Rupert  Mayor  Mannon  said  the  Occa- 
sion was  not  without  significance.  The 
Rainbow  was  the  first  vessel  of  the 
newly  formed  Canadian  navy  on  the 
l'ucific  coaat.  and  liu  suw  no  reason 
why  Prince  Rupert,  in  due-  course  of 
time,  should  not  share  with  Esquimau, 
In  being  one  of  the  Pacific  coast  naval 
forces.  The  mayor  called  for  Cheers 
for  the  captain,  officers  and  crew  of  the 
Rainbow,  and  these  were  given  with  a 
will. 

Capt.  Hos«-,  speaking  in  behalf  of 
his  officers  and  men,  expressed  the 
keenest  of  appreciation  for  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  people  of  Prince  Rupert. 
He  regarded  the  occasion  as  memor- 
able, and  it  would  be  a  proud  privilege 
for  anyone  present,  to  recall,  in  a  few 
years'  timo,  that  he  had  been  present 
at  the  smoker  given  to  the  men  of  the 
Rainbow,  on  the  ship's  first  visit  to 
Prince  Rupert.  He  had  never  been  in 
Western  Canada  before,  but  everywhere 
he  went  he  noted  the  progressive  and 
patriotic  spirit.  The  Canadian  boys 
taken  into  the  service  were  a  credit  to 
the  country.  He  duulited.  If  at  the 
present  time,  any  lads  Would  be  avail- 
able from  Prlnee  Rupert,  for  the  city 
did  not  have  any  young  men  to  spare 
at  the  present  time,  hut  in  the  future 
he  trusted  that  Prince  Rupert  would 
send  many  a  youth  to  Join  the  naval 
forces  of  the  country.  Concluding,  the 
captain  called  for  three  cheers  for  the 
mayor  and  citizens  of  Prince  Rupert, 
and  they  were  given  as  only  man-o- 
wars-men   can   cheer.

Now  Steamer  for  Union  Steamship  Com- 
pany Service  on  if ortHern  Boote 
on  Way  Here 


The  new  Union  Steamship  Com- 
pany's liner  Chelohsln  sailed  from 
Belfast  for  Vancouver  on  Monday,  ac- 
cording to  .a  cable  received  at  the 
head  office  of  the  company.  She  will 
arrive  here  the  first  week  in  January 
and  will  he  put  on  the  northern  run 
together  with  the  Boscowitz  liner  Ven- 
ture The  vessel  Is  In  command  of 
Capt.  Starkle,  who  brought  out  the 
steamer  Cheslakoe  of  the  same  line. 

The  trials  of  the  steamer  on  Sept. 
M  were  found  to  be  most  satisfactory 
to  the  company.  She  maintained  a 
speed  of  1 4 ' i  knots  an  hour  for  a 
period  of  eight  hours  at  sea.  and  on  a 
measured  mile  maintained  a  speed  of 
11  l<i  knots,  or  one-quarter  knot  In 
excess  of  the  contract  speed.  The 
vessel,  which  is  only  a  little  smaller 
than  the  Camosun,  was  designed  by 
Mr.  James   Maxton  of   Belfast.

Lake  Bennett  Steamship 
company  and  was  taken  north  In  sec- 
tions and  shipped  over  the  White  Pass 
railroad  After  being  used  for  gome 
time  on  Lake  Bennett  the  steamer 
was  again  brought  over  the  White 
Pass  and  steamed  to  Victoria  from 
Skagway.  The  last  service  in  which 
the  steamer  was  engaged  was  on  the 
Vlctoria-Sooke  route  prior  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  lost  steamer  Bechelt  for 
that  run.

Employing  12,000  Men- 
History  of  Growth  in  Marine 
Enterprise

With  the  addition  of  the  Princess 
Alice  and  Queen  Alexandra  and  the  new 
coaster  for  the  northern  run  now  under 
construction  at  Paisley,  to  the  C.  P.  R. 
fleet  the  total  aggregate  of  the  C  .P.  B. 
steamers  will  number  76  vessels,  of 
twenty  types,  and  these  vessels,  if 
placed  In  a  single  line,  would  Btretch  for 
a  distance  of  over  3  1-2  miles.  Over  12,- 
(mio  men  are  employed  in  crews  and 
shore  staff  and  about  3.000  tons  of  coal 
are  burned  dally  by  the  fleet,  which  if 
on  the  rails  at  one  time,  would  occupy 
seven   trains  of  forty   trucks. 

The  history  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  company,  as  steamship  owners, 
dales  hack  for  nearly  a  third  of  a  cen- 
tury, for  it  was  early  In  1SS3  that  the 
COt&pany  contracted  on  the  Clyde  for 
the    construction    Of    three    steel      screw 


steamships,  the  Al« onia.  Alberta  anT~ fR ~e 
Athabasca,  for  service  on  tne  Great 
l.akrs.  tietween  UWen  Sound,  i'ort  Arthur 
and  Kort  William.  This  was  made  ne- 
cessary by  the  difficulties  encountered 
and  consequent  delay  entailed,  in  the 
completion  of  that  scenic  section  of  the 
main  line  which  stretches  along  the 
north  shore  of  Lake  Superior.  The  in- 
auguration of  thlB  service  across  the 
Great  Lakes,  which  is  still  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  profitable  of  the  many 
ramifications  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Hallway,  marked  a  distinct  step  towards 
the  completion  of  that  great  highway 
across  the  Dominion,  which  has.  proved 
such  an  important  factor  in  binding  to- 
gether the  Canadian  provinces  as  a  na- 
tion. The  Algoma  was  replaced  In  1889 
by  tho  Manitoba.,  and  in  1907  were  ad- 
ded to  this  service  the  magnificent 
Clyde-built  steamships  the  Asslnlboia 
and  Keewatln. 

Story  of  Progress 

Following  the  completion  from  ocean 
to  ocean  of  the  main  line  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  In  1885  came  the 
problem  of  finding  eastbound  traffic  for 
the  road,  in  order  to  avoid  hauling  emp- 
ty cars  over  the  mountain  ranges  lying 
between  the  Pacific  coast  and  the  al- 
ready productive  cattle  ranges  arkl 
wheat  fields  of  Western  Canada.  The 
possibilities  of  attracting  a  portion  of 
the  traffic  of  China  and  Japan  from  the 
Sues  Canal  to  the  Canadian  Pacific 
route  appealed  to  the  management,  and 
resulted  in  the  establishment  in  1887  of 
the  trans-Pacific  service  with  the  char- 
tered steamships  Batavta,  Parthla.  and 
Abyssinia.  They  remained  on  the  route 
until  1891.  and  were  replaced  by  the 
world-renowned  Empresses  of  India.  Ja- 
pan, and  China,  which  at  that  time  set 
a  mark  for  comfort,  safety,  regularity 
of  service  that  has  scarcely  been  equall- 
ed, and  never  surpassed  In  the  history 
of  ocean   travel. 

The  car  ferries  Ontario  and  Michigan 
(very  approximately  named)  were  built 
and  put  Into  service  between  Windsor. 
Ontario,  and  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  1890, 
a-  which  time  the  Canadian  Pacific 
TVJtway  first  became  a  factor  in  the 
great  traffic  between  Chicago,  the  west- 
ern slates  and  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

The  next  move  In  the  expansion  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  company's 
steam  navigation  Interests  came  in 
189*.  when  the  approaching  completion 
of  the  Crow's  Nest  branch  and  the 
growing  traffic  of  the  Kootenay,  Colum- 
bia River,  and  Okanagan  districts,  led 
to  the  acquisition  of  the  Columbia  and 
Kootenay  Navigation  company,  with  its 
fleet  of  stern-wheel  steamers,  tugs  and 
car  ba/ges.  These  have  since  been  added 
to  and  improved  until  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Lake  and  River  service  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  la  not  only 
popular  with  the  traveling  public,  but 
It  Is  an  alternative  link  in  its  trans- 
continental chain.  In  1897  came  the 
Klondyke  rush  and  the  urgent  necessity 
for  providing  accommodation  from  Van- 
couver end  Victoria  up  to  Skagway  and 
the  gold  flVlds  for  the  rush  of  prospec- 
tors. To  secure  a  portion  of  this  busi- 
ness led  to  the  purchase  of  the  steam- 
ships Tartar  and  Athenian  for  this  serv- 
ice. These  two  vessels  were  afterwards 
transferred  te  the  trans-Pacific  service, 
and  were  replaced  by  some  of  the  ves- 
sels of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Navigation 
company.  «  corporation  which  was  ac- 
quired by  the  Canadian  pacific  Rllway 
company  in  ltOs.  and  is  now  known  as 
the  British  Columbia  Coast  service.  The 
ships  of  the  fleet  cover  the  coast  from 
Beattle  lo  SkagVay,  and  are  sometimes 
known  as  the  -Princess"  fleet  The  best 
known  of  these  ships  are  the  Princess 
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Charlotte  sod  Princess  Victoria.  These 
magnificent  steamships  perform  a  serv- 
ice that  Is  without  a  parallel  In  Us 
history  of  steam  navigation;  that  is,  the 
triangular  run  between  Vancouver,  Vic- 
toria and  Seattle,  and  return  every 
twenty-four  hours,  a  distance  Of  319 
miles,  and  making  , three  stops  of  ap- 
proximately two  hours  each.  At  each 
etops  they  taken  on  board  an  entirely 
new  set  of  passengers,  and  the  ship 
Is  cleaned,  coaled,  watered  and  provi- 
sioned, all  in  the  short  time "  between 
speeding  the  parting  and  welcoming  the 
Incoming  guests.  This  exacting  service 
they  perform  week  after  week,  day  in 
and  day  out,  with  remarkable  regular- 
Mr. 

.^ln  1901  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail  way 
bought  from  Klder,  Dempster  and  Co. 
fifteen  of  their  largest  and  best  steam- 
ships, and  established  the  Atlantic  serv- 
ices from  Liverpool,  Bristol  (Avon- 
mouth),  and  London.  The  following  year 
the  Lo'nden  service  was  extended  to-  in- 
clude the  port  of  Antwerp,  resulting 
in  the  building  up  of  a  large  trade  with 
the  latter  port,  both  In  cargo  and  pas- 
sengers. 

The  year  1906  marked  the  establish- 
ment of  the  service  between  Quebec 
and  Liverpool  by  the  superb  {Empresses 
of  Ireland  and  Britain,  which  have  been 
such  a  strong  factor  In  popularising 
the  matchless  Et.  Lawrence  route,  not 
only  among  Canadians,  but  also  among 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  especi- 
ally those  of  the  middle  and  western 
sections.  These  steamships,  carrying  a 
maximum  of  lfiOO  passengers  of  all 
classes,  and  sailing  once  a  fortnight, 
since  their  advent  to  the  St.  l^awrence 
route  have  created  so  much  new  busi- 
ness that  the  existing  lines,  both  the 
Canadian  Pacific  and  their  competitors, 
have  experienced  no  falling  off  in  their 
carryings. 

The  Monteag'.e  was  transferred  from 
the  Atlantic  tn  Hit.  Pacific  syrvlca  i«- 
1 900.  on  which  occasion  the  son  of  Sir 
Thomas  Khauehnessv.  th»  president  nf 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  with  his 
tutor,  traveled  eastward  from  Montreal 
clea-n  round  the  globe  on  a  Canadian 
Pacific  ticket,  and  were  on  a  Canadian 
Pacific  train  or  ship  the  wholo  of  their 
Journey,  which  may  have  been  a  predic- 
tion of  what  the  future  may  have  In 
store  In  the  extension  of  this  com- 
pany's services. 

Throughout  the  year  a  fortnightly 
service  la  provided  between  England  and 
Canada  in  both  directions'  by  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  Railway's  steamerB  Em- 
press of  Britain  and  Empress  of  Ire- 
land.

News  was  brought  by  the  steamer 
Prince  George  which  returned  from 
Prince  Rupert  yesterday  that  the  Paci- 
fic Coast  Construction  company  Is  mak- 
ing rapid  strides  on  the  erection  of  the 
marine  depot  for  the  department  of 
marine  and  fisheries,  and  the  Dlgby  Is- 
land station,  because  of  Its  delightful 
location,  surroundings  and  modern  Im- 
provements, bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the 
most   coveted   posts  in  Canada. 

Where  but  a  few  months  ago  stood 
the  primeval  forest  there  now  stands 
a  miniature  city,  with  all  the  conveni- 
ences of  a  metropolis,  as  the  station  can 
boast  of  its  own  water,  sewer  service, 
heating  and  lighting  plant,  as  well  as 
telegraphic  and  wireless  connections. 

The  commanding  site  overlooking  the 
harbor  Is  occupied  by  the  residence  of 
the  chief  engineer,  a  commodious  dwell- 
ing equipped  with  every  modern  con- 
venience. Below  it  stands  the  double 
dwelling  of  the  assistant  engineers,  the 
clerk**  house,  office,  and  men's  dwell- 
ing.

Oct.  11.— A  spirited 
bidding  up  of  prices  In  the  last  hour 
of  trading  on  the  stock  exchange  to- 
day carried  quotations  to  a  point 
well  above  the  Anal  range  of  the 
previous  day  The  movement  was  the 
only  one  of  Importance  of  a  listless 
day  Union  Pacific,  Southern  Pacific, 
Lehigh  Valley.  Northern  Pacific, 
American  Smelting  and  American 
Beet  Sugar  rose  to  a  point  or  more 
above  yesterday's  close  on  the  upturn, 
and  Reading,  which  Jiad  been  the 
conspicuous  weak  feature  of  the  mar- 
ket, recovered  its  loss. 

Profit-taking  sales  Just  before  the 
close  reduced  Uifoe  gains  some*.'.. at. 
United  States  Steel  was  still  under 
pressure.  In  the  last  upturn*  it  rose 
less  proportionately  than  other  mar- 
ket leaders,  and  it  was  the  first  to 
yield  when  profit-taking  sales  were 
begun.  Despite  the  denial  of  the  at- 
torney general  that  a  suit  against  the 
Hnlterl  States  Steel  corporation  has 
been  prepared  and  the  statement  of 
the  corporation's  heads  that  its  opera- 
tlons  were  within  the  law,  there  exists 
a  widespread  feeling  that  the  govern- 
ment sooner  or  later  will  endeavor  to 
establish  more  clearly  the  status  of 
the   largest    combination    in    the   coun- 

try. 

American  Tobacco  4  per  cent,  bonds 
rose  to  90,  the  highest  price  for  the 
movement,  which  represented  a  gain 
of  15  per  cent.  Buying  of  these  bonds 
was  stimulated  by  reports  that  the 
plan  of  reorganization  had  been 
changed  in  such  a  way  as  to  benefit 
holders   of    these    securities. 

Bonds  were  strong.  Total  sales 
(par  value)  $6,710,000.  United  States 
bonds  were   unchanged  on  call.
